Reasoned statement under Article 35(2) with regard to novelty, inventive step or 
industrial applicability; citations and explanations supporting such statement 

In light of the documents cited in the search report, it is considered that the invention as 
defined in the claims meets the criteria mentioned in Article 33 (1) PCT, i.e. it appears to 
be novel, to involve an inventive step and to be industrially applicable. Following is the 
explanation to this. 

The invention relates to an assembly of an elongated skate frame and a foot support. The 
closest prior art is D1: FR-A-1416557, shows a ski or a snowboard having a lower running 
surface and comprising means for conveying lubricant from a reservoir to the running 
surface. 

The problem to be solved is how to do this, comply with FIS regulations and at the same 
time use the skier weight as force to move the lubricant. It is also a purpose to avoid losing 
gliding capacity because of the construction. 

Due to the fact that the reservoir is placed such that in use an attached boot can exert 
pressure on the reservoir the first problem is solved. The method of claim 49 is also based 
on this principle. By allowing the lubricant to pass through a porous member to the running 
base, the second problem is solved. 

Claims 2-37 are dependent on claim 1 and as such also meet the requirements of the PCT 
with respect to novelty and inventive step. 

Claims 39-48 are dependent on claim 38 and as such also meet the requirements of the 
PCT with respect to novelty and inventive step. 

Claim 50 is dependent on claim 49 and as such also meet the requirements of the PCT 
with respect to novelty and inventive step. 

Documents D2-D5 where cited but none of them has a reservoir placed under the boot, 
nor a porous member letteing lubricant pass through.
